REQUEST INCREASED TARIFF 

For the first time in history the 
prairie provinces have approached the 
Tariff Board with request for increas¬ 
ed tariff. The Egg Pools of the four 
western provinces have asked that the 
duty on eggs be increased from three 
cents to nine cents a dozen. The pur¬ 
pose is to shut out American and oth¬ 
er eggs, and to hold the Eastern Cana 
dian market for Western Canadian 
eggs. The West has always be insis¬ 
tently low tariff. It has fought for 
25 years for lower duties on rpachin- 
ery, building material, clothing, boots 
and shoes and other things. They 
have apparently proved that protec¬ 
tion brings no benefits and that it is 
an economical burden on Western in¬ 
dustry. The political strength of the 
West has held the tariff down, and it 
has been conceded certain sympathy 
by the East. If however, it reverses 
its demands and calls for protection 
on eggs, it greatly nullifies its prev¬ 
ious stand. The East is wondering if 
it is going in for protection. If west¬ 
ern fanners call for tariff protection 
on eggs, poultry and butter, because 
it may benefit them, and still demand 
low tariff on farm machinery, cloth¬ 
ing, etc. to reduce their cost of living, 
they are bound to lose a large follow¬ 
ing.

The West should give 
great consideration to forsaking its 
old low tariff policy, in any respect. 

PRINTING HELPS A COMMUNITY 

Printing is a highly desirable in¬ 
dustry from a community point of 
view. Thp community without a 
printing plant is a very poor, poverty 
stricken—mentally, spiritually and 
socially—community at best Print¬ 
ing has an enlightening and civilizing 
influence and is a real producer, an ip 
dustry in which the arts and crafts 
make a happy union and the results 
must needs have an elevating influ¬ 
ence on the community. 


HOME IS AN OASIS 

Some whimsical thoughts on Home 
are given by an Englishman who in¬ 
sists that the English are the best 
home makers. He says: 

“Other races may have castles or 
cabins or apartment block or igloos, 
but the English have homes. 

“To may mind the secret of a hap¬ 
py home, is a perpetually renewed ar 
mistice between naturally hostile 
powers, established at first between 
two, and later amongst several people 
This secret is the suppression of cer¬ 
tain individual inclinations for the 
sake of creating a tittle oasis of 
peace, happiness, charity understand¬ 
ing and security in the midst of a 
wilderness of lawless passions, fatal 
misunderstandings and mutual de¬ 
structiveness. 

“The English of all people have 
realized this ideal of suspended bat¬ 
tle, where you deliberately refrain 
from fighting with a few people foT a 
while, so that you may gather 
strength to go out in the world and 
fight everybody else. Life is a battle 
and the home should be a hospital 
where you recuperate. 

“To the Scots, home is a debating 
society, to the Irish a place where you 
may have a grand row, to the Ger¬ 
mans a restaurant where the women 
cook sausages, while the men befog 
their minds with philosophy. 

“Where but in England can you 
find such trim lawns, such crisp toast 
such fine china, such glacial hospital¬ 
ity to strangers and such enjoyment 
of one’s own family. Home is not a 
place for entertaining friends but a 
place where you may escape from 
them. Entertain friends at a club if 
you choose, but go home to be alone 
in the bosom of your family. 

Alas, even in England the bosom is 
now usually absent. Home in these 
days is a combination dressing room 
and garage, where one changes one’s 
clothes and tunes up the old bus to 
go some place else. 

Children used to be bom at home, 
now they are’born away from it, and 
stay away as- much as possible ever 
after.” 

INFLUENCE OF PARENTS 

The influence of parents Is founded i 
on respect. The value\of obedience de j 
pends altogether on tfie motive that 
sustains it. An obedience prompted 
by fear is worse than rebellion, and 
the parent who rules on fear to secure 
obedience puts himself on the level 
with the old-fashioned animal trainer 
relying on cruelty. Far better to re¬ 
ly on understanding—and understand- i 
ing tempered with sympathy. This 
should be easy to parents for after all | 
the children mirror their own defects.

FACTS FROM HANSARD 

There are 4430 blind persons in 
Canada—2527 men and 1903 women. 

In Canada’s military hospital are 
1248 patients. 

There are forty-six prisoners ufider 
the age of 18 in Canadian peniten- 
iaries—37 Canadians, 4 Americans, 1 
Italian, 1 Scottish, 1 Newfoundland, 
and 2 Norwegians.

During the next few months scores 
of new derricks will be reared along 
the stretches of Turner Valley in 
search for oil. With a growing num¬ 
ber of wells gushing streams of high 
grade naptha into Alberta’s channels 
of trade, Turner Valley’s oil field is 
definitely established as one of the 
world’s most remarkable oil produc¬ 
ing areas. 

The limestone mountain from which 
the naphtha springs is already half ex 
plored. The intending speculator 
should make a study of Turner Val¬ 
ley, through authentic maps which 
are obtainable. Note the interests 
which have foothold in the Valley. 
"She Imperial Oil has established it¬ 
self along the centre of the valley 
formation from end to end. The 
whole formation has an area of twen¬ 
ty square miles. The holdings, leas¬ 
es and drilling royalties of Royalite, 
Dalhpusie, Foothills and South West 
Petroleum, cover 12 Vi square miles 
within its»boundaries. Foothills No. 
1 and Home No. 1 mark the north 
and south limits of the area in actual 
production. The operation of these 
companies is controlled by Imperial 
Oil officials. In addition Imperial 
has drilling contracts with Home, As 
sociated Oil and Gas, Baltae, Mayland 
and Lowery Petroleum. 

Okalta is reckoned the biggest of 
independent companies in point of 
holdings. It has reharnessed its No. 
1 well which resumes 500 barrels a 
day production. Of the 4000 acres 
held by Okalta round Turner Valley, 
the 260 acre block where its three 
est. No. 1 looks like a big wet gasser, 
No. 2 is giving 60 barrels a day of 
crude from the sandstone. 

Calmont is probably next in point 
of interest. Its first well is across 
Sheep Creek from Okalta 1. It is 
sorrie distance in the lime and is mak¬ 
ing very wet gas. It is expected to 
blow in shortly. Calmont No. 2 has 
been spotted between Home'l and 2. 
The three wells are about 200 yards 
apart. This company is largely Brit¬ 
ish. 

McDougall Segur Exploration, is a 
pioneer. It holds some land on the 
west edge of the field level with Roy¬ 
alite 4 a nd more at the extreme north. 
New McDougall Segur has its No. 2 
well to the north, in the lime. Crude 
is being taken from its No. i well, not 
yet in the lime. 

United ranks its royalty agree¬ 
ments as its major assets. It gets 
rovalty from Home anil from Baltae 
an^Associated Oil and Gas. It has 
shares in Baltaf, Associated and Deva 
ish. United has a well in the north 
half that produced recently 100 bar¬ 
rels a day’ above the limestone. 

Illinois Alberta is operating on a 
20 acre corner of new McDougall Se¬ 
gur. Its No. 1 well produces 85 bar¬ 
rels a day. No. 2 is in the lime. No. 
3 is spotted. 

Alberta Pacific Consolidated ap¬ 
pears to be a holding proposition 
though it has announced intention of 
drilling its 80 acre property near 
Home. 

Turner Valley Oil Field is being dis 
cussed the length and breadth of Can 
ada. It is the topic of expert com¬ 
ment in Great Britain. It is being 
watched in investing circles in Unit¬ 
ed States.

(Experimental F'arms Notes) 

Beginners in vegetable gardening 
are almost sure to make the mistake 
not only of sowing seed much too 
thickly, but also of leaving the plants 
too thick in the row. A vey large 
amount of seed is wasted each year 
because of this and failure to have 
plants develop properly is another 
result of more consequence to the 
sower of the seds than the waste of 
seed. Thinning of all vegetables is 
desirable as soon as the plants are 
large enough to catch hold of, that 
is, quite small. Lettuce can be used 
even though the plants are thick, but 
to have satisfactory individual plants 
of leaf lettuce the plants.should be 
thinned to five or six inches apart, 
and the plants of head lettuce should 
be thinned to eight inches or more 
apart. They will not develop satis¬ 
factory heads if much closer than this 
It his been found in the horticulture 
division, experimental farm, Ottawa, 
that the largest varieties of head let¬ 
tuce give most satisfactory results 
when the heads are nearly one foot 
apart. Carrots should be thinned to 
about an inch and one foot apart: 
beets to two inches apart; parsnips to 
two inches apart: onions to one inch 
apart: spinch four to six inches 
apart. Radish if sown rather thinly 
are thinned as ready for use. Often 
too kernels of corn are left in a hill. 
Five plants are quite sufficient to 
leave after the cutworms and birds 
have taken thpir toll. Bean plants 
should be from two to four inches 
apart, and peas about one inch apart. 

Vegetables will not develop satis¬ 
factory if the plants are thick, hence 
judicious thinning is very important

FORDNEY TARIFF 

Copy of letter received by J. M. 
Dillon, H,on. Secretary Western Stock 
Growers’ Association from Jas Poole, 
Livestock Statitician, Chicago Live¬ 
stock Exchange. 

An opinion concerning proposed in¬ 
increase in United States tariff. 

The present Fordney tariff has nev¬ 
er been defensible either from a rev¬ 
enue or protective standpoint. 

A statement that it never added a 
penny to the value of any steer grown 
in the United States is not open to 
successful contradiction. 

Much of the revenue collected un¬ 
der that tariff has been dissipated by 
cost of administration. 

Until the tail acquires the faculty 
of wagging the dog, such schemes 
ostensibly designated to promote do¬ 
mestic production will continue either 
visionary or deceptive or both. 

Increasing the cattle tariff at this 
juncture will get our commercial 
breeders nowhere and will be postive- 
ly detrimental to our feeders. 

It is significant that Kansas and 
Oklahoma pastures could not have 
been replenished this Spring had. cat¬ 
tle imported from Mexico last Fall 
end wintered in South Texas not been 
available. The proposed duties would 
have been exclusive. 

Cornbelt feeders are now required 
to pay .the highest’ replacements pri¬ 
ces for cattle since the war, prices 
that are not far from the lofty levels 
of that period. Even then it is im¬ 
possible to satisfy their needs. 

If a surplus of cheap cattle existed 
in the United States and present 
stock cattle prices were not profitable 
to growers there would be justifica¬ 
tion for increasing the tariff, but Tn 
an economic sense, under existing and 
prospective conditions the proposi¬ 
tion is wrong. It is a product of the 
school of practical politics designed 
to deceive those in whose interest it 
purports to prove beneficial. 

Concealed in this added tariff pro¬ 
posal is a possibility of admission of 
South American meats, in fact the 
tiling is pregnant with danger to Un¬ 
ited States commercial cattle inter¬ 
ests. There is good ground for sus¬ 
picion that its accredited opponents 
are actually proponents and that 
enactment of such a tariff law will 
speedily disclose the hue of the Sen- 
gambian now' concealed -in the wood- 
pile. 

Prolests against beef cost in the 
populous eastern section of the Unit¬ 
ed States has recently been openly 
manifested by strikes and boycotts 
especially in New York City and Bos¬ 
ton. Is it not logical to assume that 
any legislation open to the suspicion 
of increasing beef cost will be resent¬ 
ed by the great army of consumers. 

And is it not logical that American 
packers, operating South American 
plants will, secretly at least forment 
such suspicion? 

And will not the many meat distrib 
utors, retailers and others manning 
that arm of the industry take advan¬ 
tage of the opportunity such tariff in¬ 
crease will create to raise a hue and 
cry of protest against increasing cost 
of living? 

If this proposed tariff increase is 
made effective by Congress my predic 
tion is that within a short period con¬ 
sumers leagues will be promoted all 
over the Atlantic Seaboard region to 
urge necessity for admitting Argen¬ 
tine meat. 

, Such admission means modification 
of the foot and mouth disease em¬ 
bargo and is not within the sphere 
of tariff legislation. The secretary of 
agriculture being empowered to modi¬ 
fy or rescind the embargo at any mo¬ 
ment. 

And what would be more logical 
from a political standpoint than giv¬ 
ing the cattleman the tariff he is cre¬ 
dited with demanding; the consumer 
the beef he seeks to relieve his pres¬ 
ent short-rationed condition. 

Argentine will accept the tariff com 
placently; all it asks is removal of the 
foot and mouth disease embargo. 

This proposed tariff increase is 
loaded with trouble not only for the 
domestic cattle raiser, but the entire 
agrarian groups as it means re-intro¬ 
duction of foot and mouth disease, 
eventually if not sooner. 

Powerful interests are behind the 
Argentine effort; all they need is a 
reasonable excuse and this will be fur 
nished by an excessive tariff. 

Taxing the people’s food is danger¬ 
ous w'hen prices are high and cost is 
ascending as is the case with beef at 
present. A quid pm quo will be 
promptly demanded. 

Other factors, such as treating Can 
ada, our best customer, fairly are min 
or. Self interest is ahvays of para¬ 
mount importance and it is not to the 
interest of United States cattle grow¬ 
ers to walk into a trap w’here they 
will find themselves defenceless, 
flesh they cannot consistently deny 
the other fellow, his piece of meat. In 

Having been served their pound of 
his present emergency the domestic 
cattlemen would actually display tact 
by advocating admission of Canadian 
and Mexican stock cattle duty free, 
in the interest of feeders and pasture- 
men facing the restocking problem 
and beef consumers. 

If I believed a tariff increase would 
prove beneficial to our cattlemen I 
would advocate it regardless of how 
it injured Canadian growers, but I 
am convinced that all the stock cat¬ 
tle Canada and Mexico combined can 
send to this market for many years 
cannot affect the general price to the 
extent of a nickle per hundred 
pounds.

The tariff increase proposition is 
not on the square. If Congress had 
the best interests of the industry un¬ 
der consideration it would put p tariff 
on hides immediately. Fall hides 
have seriously affected cattle prices, 
incidentally increasing cost of beef to 
consumers. The Fordney tariff has 
had no other effect than harassing 
Canadian growers. 

It is time for our cattlemen to re¬ 
fuse to be bunkoed by politicians and 
self-styled leaders. I am apprehen¬ 
sive that when that happens prohibi¬ 
tion will become a reality and the 
fleas will have unanimously deserted 
the dogs forever. 

The fieal menace to our domestic 
industry is admission of Argentine 
beef, not putting a prohibitive tariff 
on a handful of Canadian cattle that 
connot by any stretch of the imagin¬ 
ation or any false philosophy be con¬ 
sidered capable of influencing values 
of domestic product. If 300,000 cattle 
are capable of determining, or even 
influencing the value of twelve mil¬ 
lion, our conception of the operation 
of economic law needs revision. , 

Let the American cattle grower” 
get into the jam threatened by this 
tariff device and he will be severely 
penalized and he should be sufficient¬ 
ly astute to detect a hole in a ladder 
unless his vision has been obscured 
by the tariff fetish. 


From the Grain Research Labora- j 
ton of Winnipeg comes a report on 
the 1928 crop, as regards its nulling 
and baking value. 

'1 lie 1928 crop is superior in every I 
way to the 1927 crop. The weight per 
bushel of each grade is higher, and 
this is true particularly of the lower 
glades. The protein content of the 
1928 crop is higher in each grade. 
The baking quality of the flour is su¬ 
perior in volume, texture and color j 

Last year’s No. 4 produced a loaf 
the equal of No. 2 Northern. British j 
millers have been buying heavily in ! 
No. 4 wheat. 

Grades 5 and 6 however, do not 
yield as much-flour. These grades | 
may be well used for blending purpo- j 
ses with higher glades, and produce i 
a surprisingly fine loaf. 

Again regarding frost, wheat ; 
which is frosted when the moisture | 
content is 14-46 per cent less appears I 
to be equal in milling and baking val ! 
ue to normal wheat even though the j 
percentage of wrinkled kernels be 
high. 

Last year, though frost came be- | 
fore tlie grain was mature, yet the | 
quality of (lour was practically unim- ! 
paired. When wheat is affected by a I 
“bran frost” the quality is uhimpair- 
ed. If frosts occur when wheat is in 
the milk, then results are indeed ser-1 
iou.s. In baking the result would fe i 
noticeable igt the volume of the loaf j 
and in its soggy appearance. 

In the bleaching of wheat—the 
slightly bleached wheat (that is 
where only the outside kernel is affect 
ed) shows hut very minor changes 
and loses little actual value. The con 
tention is that if such wheat is not re 
duced in weight, and is not damaged 
in other senses it should not be- re¬ 
duced in grade. - „ 

The milling and baking qualities of 
wheat are profoundly altered in a 
thorough bleaching. The general 
baking quality Is greatly improved. 
The presence of a large percentage of 
bleached kernels in wheat often im¬ 
proves the baking quality^ Flour 
from thoroughly bleached or slightly 
sprouted wheat when added to flour 
from the ordinary contract grades 
produces a decided improvement in. 
loaves. . 

Wheat which is degraded because 
it shows bleaching or sprouting but 
which is “ sound in other respects, 
should not be placed in the same bin 
as heavily frosted wheat or that with 
green kernels. They have entirely 
different baking qualities and sprout¬ 
ed wheat has qualities highly valu¬ 
able to the miller. 

Spring threshed 'wheat, not other¬ 
wise damaged, shows similar charac¬ 
teristics to sprouted wheat and should 
be treated similarly. 

! ™ SPAN THE WEST 

A project which is most ambitious 
in its scope, has been divulged by W.

1 ner Valley gas to Regina, Moose Jaw 
j Saskatoon and other cities and towns 
| of the prairie. It is" a fifty million 
dollar proposition and has been fav¬ 
orably received and considered by fin¬ 
ancial interests in New York City. 

For a considerable time engineers 
1 have been investigating means of us¬ 
ing the surplus gas of Turner Valley.. 
Basing thoir plans on the steady in- 
ciease of supplp through Alberta 
they have encompassed the entire 
West as a possible gas market. The 
program would provide the piping of 
gas into all tfie larger centres from 
th e Rockies to Winnipeg, Wainwright 
Bow Island and other gas fields might 
also be utilized. 

Huge gas deposits are known to ex-, 
ist which have not as yet been made j 
use of. The engineering part of it 
has been investigated, and the finan¬ 
cial arrangements are in the making. 
It is the firm conviction of many that 
this scheme is possible of realization 
in the not fgr distant future.
